larly thofe taken from the Spentards in 1588. : 

The next is the Ofice of Ordnance, erected by King Henry 
Vill. Thence you go on to Wakefield- Tower, where the Record; 
are kept, the Building it felfis very uncommon, and the Ce. 
lars under it worth the Obfervation of the Curions. 

Then the White- Tower, (commonly called Fulizs’ Cefar's 
Tower) fuppoted to be built by him, which is a miftake; fo 
it was built by William the Conqueror, as a Bridle, or Cittada 
to the City ; tho the Romans had a Station near the Tower, as 
is evident from the great quantity of Roman Urns and other 
Antiquities dug up in Goodmans-fields. That which is called 
Cefars Chappel is aftrange fort of Building, not unlike the 
R at Rome, where they kepc their Horfe-races. This 
formerly was the Chappel Royal, when the Kings and Queens 
refided in the Tower, and Dedicated to St. Ovzzde but now 
it is a Repofitory for Records. The other Chappel on the 


Green was and is the Parochial Church for the Tower Li 
berty. 


When you are on the Hill you go through a Hole made 


thro the Wall ofthe City, built about the time of Con/tantine 


the Great, and thatit is of Roman Antiquity may be feen by 


the Roman and Briti/h Brick, intermixt with the Stone-wotk 


of the Wall. This part reacheth unto Algate, and is the 


oldeft part of the City Wall. 


The Romans had feveral Stations in and about Lozdon. Fit, 
about Peckham, where feveral Urns have been found on the 


Road ; one of themis to be feen in Grefham College, the Gift 
of Dr. Gale. There was another in Kezt-ftreet on the Welt- 
fide, now Garden Ground ; digging there they found many 
Antitiquities, as Coins, Lachryme Bottles, €c. 

At Clapham digging for Gravel in Efq, Hewer’s Ground, 


they found many Reman Antiquities now in the keeping of 
Madam EKedhi//.

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Stem mentions feveral forts of Burials ofthe Antient Romazs  Apil 
in Spittle fields. Wathin-fireet was one of the Reman antient . (1798. 
Highways, and in Bufh-/ane, after the Fire of Londox, dig- | 
ging for Foundation, they found an antient Pavement of Che- 
quer-work, which is now to be feen in Grefham College. Lon- 
don Stone, is near unto this Place, which was once a Roman 
Mill-Stone, as may be feen in Speed. | 

At the Welt-end of St. Paw/'s were found great variety of 
Roman Antiquities ; as their Sacrificing Cups made of ted 
Farth, and varnifhed over, and the Potter's, or Makér’s Nam: 
printed on the bottom, and other Utenfils belonging to thei: 
Sictifices, Patterns, Tufhes of Boars of different fizes, it be« 
ing a Temple dedicated to Diava, and in the Vacant Place 
near to the Petty Canoms-Hall, was found a Kiln for making 
thofe Earthen Veffels, which was ufed by the Priefts in their 
Sactifices, and part of a Mould that made their Ornaments. 
This is a great Rarity, and is nowin the poffeffion of Dr. Wood- 
ward. Mr. Conyers drew the form of the Kiln as it was when 
dug up, with Remarksof his own on it, which is now in the 
Library of Dr. Sloane, In Holyday yard in Creed lane, was 
found an antient Barb of the Romans, with Niches to firdowa 
in. [Ido not find they went any further Weftward.

what became of the reft isnot certain ; but it was reported thev 
were hid under Ground in the time of the Popifh Plot in the 
Court-yard of Tart. Hall, where formerly I faw the Gallery 
of Pifture, fome the moft antient that I ever had feen. 

Mr Wright the Painter had fome ‘rare Gems and Coins, 
which he fold in 1697. by AuCtion ; where, amongft cther 
things, were yreat variety of Caffs on Brimflone of a great 
number of the Earl’s Gems and Seals, -which now are in 
Dr. Sloane's valuable Col/eftion.
